clared 
that 
t he defendants had 
pilot! d Germany into "aggression, 
naked and unashamed" and plunged 
the world Into an appallingly costly 
war. 
"Thew’ men were no mere willing 
tools," Shawcross said. “They are 
the men whose .support had built 
Hitler up into the position of power 
he occupied. They are the men 
whose initiation and planning j>er- 
haps conceived and certainly made 
possible the acts of aggression made 
in Hitler’s name." 
Violated World Kaw 
The attorney general's 30,000-word 
address introduced the British cita­ 
tion of proof that the accused were 
guilty of m ines against the peace. 
The United States lias concluded its 
presentation on the first of three 
oilier counts in the indictment— 
that the Naris engaged in a con­ 
spiracy to wage a war of aggression 
Tao remaining counts, charging war 
crimes and crimes against humanity, 
are to he prosecuted Jointly by Rus­ 
sia nnd France 
Shawcross first sought to show that 
the Hitler gang violated firmly es­ 
tablished international law through 
aggression and preparation for ag­ 
gression. 
Then. ->t«*p by step, from the long- 
concealed words of tile Nazis them ­ 
selves, he traced the German course 
of broken treaties, violated frontiers 
and ultimate carnage and misery. 
"Their lust and sadism," he said, 
“their deliberate slaughter and the 
degradation of so many millions of 
their fellow creatures that the imag­ 
ination reels incomprehensibly, are 
but one side only of this m atter 
Grime Of Fraud 
“Perhaps their guilt as murderers 
and robbers is of less importance 
and of less effect to future genera­ 
tions of mankind than their crime 
of fraud -the fraud by 
placed themselves in a 
do their murder and 
bery.. . 
"Should it be taken as 
of behaviour in the conduct of in­ 
ternational 
relations, 
its 
conse­ 
q u en ce s to mankind will no les^ cer­ 
tainly lead to the end id civilized 
society." 
Shawcross declared

"that the waging of an aggressive 
war is not only a delicious venture 
but a criminal one.” and that "per- 
sons who, in violation of this law. 
plunge their own and other coun­ 
tries into an aggressive war. do so 
a halter around their necks."

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SHOE - MAXING 
DESCRIBED AS 
ANCIENT ART 


During the war, ten pairs of shoes 
ii year were manufactured for every 
man in the service, according to 
Philip Forney, production cost m an­ 
ager of tile Hanover Shoe Company, 
who ;-j>oke to the Gettysburg Rotary 
club ut its weekly meeting Monday 
evening. 
/ ‘The total output before the war 
was 500,000 pairs annually," Mr. 
Forney said. "Forty-five per cent of 
tile 
pre-war output were ladies’ 
shoes, 30 |>er cent men’s and the 
remaining shoes for children. 
"The army gave shoes hard wear," 
Mr. Forney continued, “especially in 
tile North African campaign. Hard 
leather soles were tried first, then 
half rubber, and finally full rubber. 
The best wear in any civilian shoe, 
is obtained from the natural leather 
surface, not after sanding the shoe 
and staining.” 
Once Made By Hand 
Mr. Forney spoke of the history ol 
shoe-making, pointing out that it 
was one of lite oldest of arts. Shoes 
of rawhide were made thousands of 
years ago, and the practice of color­ 
ing leather was carried on by the 
Babylonians and Syrians, lie said. 
“Shoes were made entirely by hand 
until the invention of the stitching 
machine in 1845,” Mr. Forney de­ 
clared. "In 1860 Charles Goodyear 
invented 
the 
present system 
of 
making the welt shoe and this 
method of shoe construction is used

Solicitor Bulleit ruled that Burgess Fred G. Pfeffer was 
not allowed to vote to break the tie when the council dead-

locked at 4-4 on a secret ballot to purchase meters.

This morning Burgess Pf cfi cr told 
Tile Times that he was definitely 
committed to tile Dual meter and 
would have cast his vote for that 
machine thus breaking the tie which 
would have made council’s selection 
5 votes to 4 for the Dual machine. 
Second Ballot Tied 
However, President of Council H 
M Oylcr, who presided, called for 
another secret ballot 
The second 
ballot resulted in another tie vote, 
4 to 4 
Solicitor Bulleit ruled that only 
councilmen could vote and that the 
tie could not be broken by the vote 
of the burgess or by any other means 
than by balloting by the council 
members He also said he was of the 
opinion that if the contract were 
not let that evening the bids could 
not be considered at a later meeting 
but that council would have to go 
through the procedure of re-adver­ 
tising for bids. 
A third secret ballot was taken 
and the result w'as 5 to 3 for the 
Miller meter 
Rules for Burgess 
Had Solicitor Bulleit ruled that 
the burgess was entitled to vote to 
break the tic Burgess Pfeffcr said 
this morning that he would have 
cast his vote for the Dual type 
meter and council would have been 
obligated to purchase that machine 
and not Hie Miller meter which Is 
now' being installed in Gettysburg 
and will soon be in operation. 
According to Director Alderfer, 
writing in the October issue of the 
monthly bulletin of the Department 
of Internal Affairs the burgess is 
entitled to vote in case of ties: Hts 
article says in part:
